Southern California Rapid 
Transit District offici a 1 s 
have announced minor serv¬ 
ice modifications scheduled 
to go into effect February 
27 on Line 435 bus route. 

“We are making changes 
on routes throughout Los 
Angeles County between 
now and this summer, in 
order to operate the most 
cost-efficient system p o s - 
sible,” said Jerry Leonard, 
RTD director representing 
the area. 

“Some 85 routes of tlie 
District’s 200 are set to be 
modified,” commented Char¬ 
les Storing, RTD director 
who also represents the trea. 
“The changed on the three 
west San Gabriel Valley 
routes scheduled for this 
month will save the District 
— and the taxpayer — more 
than half a million dollars 
a year.” 

Jack R. Gilstrap, RTD 
general manager, pointed 
out that riders of the 435 
line would notice very little 
change in the level of their 
bus service. 


“Basically, what wo arc 
doing is scheduling the buses 
slightly less frequently,” Gil 
strap said. “We are also 
making some changes in the 
night service on two of the 
lines, since they are so 
lightly patronized.” 

February changes call for 
different schedule on line 
435 — (Altadena - Pasa¬ 
dena - Sierra Madre - Ar¬ 
cadia - El Monte primtrily 
via Washington lioulevard 
and Baldwin Avenue).

$15.2 Billion Budget 

Governor Brown has proposed a total spending pro¬ 
gram for the coming fiscal year of $15.20 hillion. in 
creasing spending over current-year estimates by 14 per 
cent and providing roughly $700 mlllian in new dollars 
for school district equalization ancT homeowners’ tax relief. 

The governor intends to finance the ambitious spend¬ 
ing program without a general state tax increase, pinning 
his hopes for the coming year and beyond on an opti¬ 
mistic economic forecast whioh for calendar-year 1977 fea¬ 
tures a 10 per cent growth in personal income, a 12 per 
cent increase in corporate profits, and a drop in the un¬ 
employment rate from 9.6 i)er cent in 1976 to 8.4 per cent 
in 1977. 

State Department of Finance budget-makers are fore¬ 
casting a $1.13 billion surplus for the current budget-year 
ending June 30, 1977, up radically from the $509 million 
total surplus forecast in October, 1976. 

Part of that money will be used, unler the governor’s 
proposal, to finance a $400 million homeowners’ tax relief 
program! an $80 million senior-citizen renters’ relief pro¬ 
gram, and a $220 million school equalization program tar¬ 
geted at ‘low-wealth” schcxjl districts. The governor is 
also setting aside from the current-year surplus another 
$200 million to be spent in the budget year for n^ 
prisons construction and potential costs associated with 
pending court cases. 

Nonetheless, state Department of Finance officials ex¬ 
pect the state to wind up the new fiscal year on June 30, 
1978, with a surplus of $847 million, a figure which in¬ 
cludes $278 million in federal revenue-sharing funds. 

As with last year, general funds expenditures will 
outstrip general fund revenues in the budget year, ac¬ 
cording to Department of Finance estimates, putting the 
1977-78 single-year spending program in the red by $547 
million. The one-year “deficit” for fiscal year 1976-77 will 
be $62 million, by contrast. In both years, the state’s 
sptending program are balanced with huge surpluses car¬ 
ried forward from prior years. 

Key factors that are apparently enabling the state 
to spend more each year without raising general tax rates 
include a steadily improving economy, a graduated per¬ 
sonal income tax structure which trives on inflation, and 
“slippage” in state support for local welfare and school 
programs supported in part by rapidly increasing local 
property tax revenues. (Under current education finance 
formulas, for example, slippage may save the state as 
much as $250 million in local school support payments 
during the 1977-78 budget year, according to some esti¬ 
mates.) 

According to Department of Finance estimates, general 
fund revenues are expected to go up 12.9 per cent in 
1977-78, or $1.39 billion. The biggest revenue growth is 
expected to be generated by the personal income tax, 
which is pegged for a 17.5 per cent increase amounting 
to $640 million. Next are sales and use taxes, up 11 per 
and providing an additional $465 million, according 
to estimates; followed by an anticipated 11 per cent in¬ 
crease in bank and corporation tax revenues producing 
$175 million more for a total yield of $1.75 billion in 
1977-78. 


The People Must Know

Speaking to an audience last week, Los Angeles County 
Supervisor Kenneth Hahn made the dire prediction that 
property taxes in LoS Angeles County could be raised as 
high as 100 per cent over what they are this year, next 
year. This is indeed a more dire prediction. It comes upon 
another statement by Supervisor Peter Schabarum who 
said: “If you think your property tax is high this year 
— just wait ’til next year.” 

On top of this Mayor Bradley .has called for a City 
income tax upon every citizen of Los Angeles to aug¬ 
ment the present property tax. This loo ts ^ ‘I*’’® matter 
for those whose pay check is already being “whacked” 
by many other tax deductions. 

The new proposition by Governor Brown to make a 
refund to citizens from the amount of over tax collected 
by the state, is in no sense a tax reform measure. It is 
a plan to redistribute the money paid into the state, by 
state income taxpayers, to mostly those who did not pay 
much is any state income tax at all. The middle class 
who paid most of the income tax will get the least. 

The other iday the Speaker of the State Assembly 
Leo Me earthy, pounded his desk and declared “we must 
get to work at once to limit property taxes.” So the legis¬ 
lature is now swamped with bills on property taxes. Un¬ 
fortunately most of these bills simply change the ratio 
of property taxes as between homes and commercial 
property. They are disguised tax shifts to make certain 
that the revenue government receives is not reduced one 
penny. To guarantee that government will continue to 
eat up about 40 per cent of every cent the people earn. 

It may be repetitious, but I must say again, the 
only way to out government spending is for the tax¬ 
payers not to permit government to take so much in 
taxes in the first place. O.nce government collects the 
money the only objective left is for government to spend 
it, regardless of how it is spent. They must get rid of 
it, one way or another and they do. 

Perhaps the greatest flaw in the American system 
of government is that those in office are forced to con¬ 
sider, their ahances of re-election, along with every public 
decision they make and every vote they cast. It is not 
easy for an elected official to vote against his owin in¬ 
terest in favor of the public interest. But even with this 
flaw, we still have the best type of government in the 
world. The cure for this, as some one has said, is to elect 
men wiho match our mountains. 

The deadline for the Jarvis one per cent property tax 
limitation petitions was February 15. What do you want 
us to do now?

when you really don^ know 

a thing about 
them?" 


If you’re having a little trouble these days getting 
through to your kids when you try to discuss illegal drug 
use, it may be because they know a lot more than you 
do about the subject. 

We can’t promise to make you an expert, but 
we can help you to catch up a little. Here are a few facts 
to talk from: 

1. Marihuana: 

' , Conviction, even with a suspended 

sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
difficulty in obtaining a driver’s license in some states, 
entering a profession, getting a responsible job. While 
marihuana, which is not a narcotic, does not cause physical 
dependence, it may lead to “psychological dependence” 



if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe.” Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects. 

2. LSD; 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual. 
Ihere is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cau.se acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”; 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
e.xcessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses can 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).

You Some Water Conservation Tips! 


The Ten Commandments, of 
Water Conservation 

1. Put a stopper in your sink or use a dishpan when you wash dishes. Washing 
with running water uses 30 gallons per meal. 

2. Keep a bottle of drinking water in the refrigerator — running water from 
the faucet until cold will waste a gallon. 

3. Wait until you have a full 9-pound wash before you run your washing 
machine. The average automatic washing machine uses 50 gallons per load. 

4. Turn the hot water off while you shave, and turn the cold water off while 
you brush your teeth. Shaving with a running faucet uses about 20 gallons. 

5. Take showers instead of baths. The usual bath requires 36 gallons, the 
usual shower, only 25. Ten gallons is enough for a shower if you turn it 
off while you wash. 

6 . Don't use the toilet bowl to dispose of cigarette ashes, facial tissues, and 
other matreials. A normal flush requires 5-8 gallons. 

7. Use the dishwasher only when it is competely full. 

8 . Hx dripping faucets promptly. Nearly two gallons can be wasted per 
day of dripping. 

9. Running toilets can waste four gallons per hour. Keep them in good repair. 

10. Above all: THINK before you turn on the tap.

INVESTMENTS IN GROWTH STOCKS 


Q. — Back in 1951, I in 
vested $6,700 in four mutual 
funds. I have never added 
to the funds or drawn any¬ 
th Ings from them. Each year 
in filing by Income tax re¬ 
turn I have reported the 
dividends, capital gains and 
paid the tax thereon. 

The funds, after 26 years, 
are now worth $34,000. If I 
sold them now, how in the 
woldr would I determine 
^vhat woiuld be profits or 
losses and how would I re¬ 
port the sale on my tax 
return? 

A. — If you have kept re¬ 
cords of the income from 
those funds that you have 
reinvested and paid tax on 
each year, you can get your 
figures together rather eas¬ 
ily. You “tax paid cost” or 
“tax base” of the four funds 
is the $6,700 yoiu paid to 
begin with plus the value of 
the earnings you reinvested 
each year but paid tax on by 
including them in your ttx 
return. Your job is to add 
those figures for each of the 
last 26 years onto the $6,700. 
The annual sums yoiij have 
reinvested and paid tax on 
probably amount to several 
thousand dollars. Let ms 
guess they might amount to 
$6,500, which added to your 
beginning cost, would make 
your total $13,200. 

When you report the sale 


of the funds in schedule D 
of your tax return you will 
show the cost as $13,200, the 
proceeds as $34,000 and the 
difference $20,800, will bo a 
long term capital gain. 

If you did not keep track 
of the earnings you received 
from the funds and rein¬ 
vested over the years, a 
friend of mine in the mu- 
lual fund industry says that 
if you write the home office 
of each of the funds they 
probably can produce the 
information for ycu. Such a 
request won’t make you any 
brownie pwints with the mu¬ 
tual funds clerks, but they’ll 
probably accf;mmodatc your 
request. 

Q. — I am 86 years old 
and need advice. Should I 
hold my Marriott? 

A. — You haven’t told me 
much about yourself, but 
you’ve got to be a real 
swinger. Mariott was one cf 
the glamor stocks of the 
late sixties and early seven¬ 
ties and sold at prices way 
beyond its value. Even to¬ 
day with its price down to 
$14 and earnings up to 90 
cents a share, it seems to be 
pretty adequately pri c e d 
compared with other stocks. 
While the company appears 
to be doing a fine job, I 
suspect you will have a very 
long time to wait for the

Dear L. F., 

You might visit your 
daughter’s counselor, teach¬ 
ers, and the principal and 
talk over how the new laws 
in regard to sexism are 
being implemented in your 
school. 

Federal legislation — Title 
IX of the Education Amend¬ 
ments of 1972 has gone into 
effect. It prohibits sex dis¬ 
crimination in all phases of 
education. But parents - 
both fathers and mothers — 
need to push for changes 
that are long overdue. 

Federal funds will not be 
forthcoming if schools do 
not abide by the law'. It 
clearly spells out the obliga¬ 
tion of teachers and coun¬ 
selors to advise students of 
both sexes of the advantages 
of courses to future careers. 
This is esfkecially important 
to girls, since they c.an be 
screened out of professional 
careers in adolescence — as 


they have been traditionally 
— unless they are counseled 
to dhoose the right courses. 
They may need suppert and 
individual help to overcome 
the bias that girls are not 
as good as boys in mathe¬ 
matics. 

In Jarkuary, AB 3 5 35 
(Morii goes into effect in 
the state, mandating that 
school teachers, administra¬ 
tors and aides as well as 
counselors cannot offer vo- 
caaiontl or school pregram 
guidance to pupils of one 
sex that differs from that 
offered the opposite sex. All 
sdhool personnel are re¬ 
quired to explain courses or 
careers that are non-tradi- 
tional for that sex. The 
laws say that parents of 
seventh grade students and 
above must have advance 
notice of career counseling 
and course selection so they 
can participate In making 
decisions. 

The legislation to help 
your daughter is there. I 
hope that both you and her 
father will see that she gets 
equal treatment.
